After midnight the crowd which 
hed waited many hours around the 
courtyard diminished to only a few 
mensignori and attaches to the 
Pontifical Court.

AMERICA LOSES 
MEXICAN TRADE 
Germans Bid for Supremacy 


in Business. 


Teuton Salesmen Making an 
Intensive Drive. 


Obregon Government Plans 
to Aid Schools.

MEXICO CITY (Mex.) Jan. 22. 
Although Mexico and the United 
States did $240,000,000 worth of 
trading with each other during 
1921, which was 40 per cent in- 
crease over 1920, prospects are re- 

by American interests in 
this country as not at all favorable 
for a continuation of this pusiness 
through the present year. 

The reason for this belief is that 
Mexico has suddenly become 
flooded with German salesmen, 
representing almost every kind of 
manufactured article, from heavy 
machinery to hairpins. These sales- 
| men began arriving here in swarms 

during the last few weeks ot De- 
cember and are scattering all over 
the country. 
many orders, due to the fact that 
they are able to offer prices much 
below those of American concerns. 
It is stated that the German sales- 
men are even selling goods in the 
Rio Grande border towns of Nuevo 
Laredo, Piedras Negras and Juarez. 


COMPETITION FEL‘. 


One of the thine that promises 
to cut heavily into the American 
export figures this year is the fall- 
ing off in sales of mining, milling 
and agricultural machinery, hard- 
ware and cutlery, because of Ger- 
man competition. Practically all of 
| the wholesale and retail machinery 
and hardware establishments in 
Mexico are owned by Germans. 
There are a few exceptions to this 
general rule, especially in Tampico 
and Torreon. Many of these con- 
cerns were biacklisted during the 


Enemy Act. 

With the lifting of the blacklist 
they purchased for a time heavily 
in the United States because it was 
the only market open to them. 
Now that they are again able to 
patronize their formes German 
connectione they are doing go to 
the fullest possible extent. Recent- 
ly German manufacturers of oil 
field supplies have been attempting 
to make sales in the Tampico 
region, but so far they have not 
been able to make any inroad upon 
the business of American firms, it 
is stated.

Thousands of motorists crowded 
every thoroughfare leading to the 
hilt today to survey the damage 
done by the freak well.

| STATE MINERAL OUTPUT. 


Production Past Year Estimated at More Than 
Two Hundred and Forty Million Dollars. 


The total value of the mineral 
production of California for the 
year 1921, says a bulletin issued 
yesterday, is estimated by the sta- 
tistical division of the State Min- 
ing Bureau under direction of 
Fletcher Hamilton, State Mineral- 
ogist, to have been 124,656,810. 
This is, in part, detailed in the
